Comdr. Bob Mazet writes the Editor under date of May 28th from Okinawa, 
"One of your recent numbers complains because you have had no intelligence regard- 
ing a number of the alumni. My name being among those listed as defaulters, I 
hasten to reply with your request for information, (Editor's-Note; Will we have 
to list some of the other defaulters?) As you see by the heading, I am well on the 
way to Japan. The fate of most service people has at long last overtaken me, and 
I am temporarily out of orthopaedics. After three and a half years’ of excellent 
surgical work, however, I can hardly complain. My present assignment is C.0. of 
this*hospital. It is really a grand job. The staff are young, capable, and en- 
thusiastic., We came ashore on L plus 2 day and set up the hospital in an open 
field near the airfield. Casualties commenced to roll in the next day before any 
heads, galleys, surgery or anything else was ready. We have been going full tilt 
ever sincé, We have seen some pretty grim wounds but have been pretty lucky with 
them on the whole. In addition to the usual plasma and penicillin, we have had, 
for the first time in this operation, a plentiful supply of whole blood, which the 
&ir people fly in. It has, unquestionably, saved many lives. The working orthopod 
is Roy Schubert, Patterson, NeJ. I have managed to sneak into the operating room 
a couple of times when he has been worn out and take over at night, so manage to 
keep my hand in. This is a delightful island. The climate is much the same as 
that of San Francisco, which is a great relief after being so long in the tropics. 
We have seen some of the Honolulu papers, and to judge by them, one would think we 
were being subjected to constant Nip bombings, attacks by suicide planes, bitten 
at every turn by venemous reptiles, and absorbing uncounted quantities of intestinal . 
parasites with each swallow of water and at each bath. All these tales are highly 
exaggerated. Jap planes do come over most every day, but few of them get thru the 
fighter screen. ‘fe have had’ only about a dozen snake bites, with no fatalities. 
There has’ been @ remrkable absence of parasitic diseases among the troops. The 
war in the’ southern’ portion of the island has been tough. The Japs were holed up 
just as they were on Peleliu and Iwo Jima, but they have been blasted out in a 
Similar manner, and we expect them to collapse very shortly now. The transformation 
of the island by the Seabees is already well along. This will be as large a stepp- 
ing stone to Tokyo as Guam and Iwo Jima’ in a very short time. Horwich is somewhere 
on the island. He and I rode the same ship up, but I have not seen him since com=- 
ing ashore, He is in the Military Government, Best regards to all the R. & C. 
people.”

Another one of our foreign correspondents comes through, but after reading 
his communication, you will realize why we, can forgive him for not writing before 
this. Comdr. Pete Lange writes Rich Stephens from his hospital ship somewhere in 
the Pacific, "I realize that I have been a remiss correspondent for too long a 
period of time. My conscience has really been bothering me for many months for 
neglecting an important duty. in mintaining closer contact with my many friends 
and associates. During the past sixteen months, I have been at sea continuously. 
We, aboard this hospital ship, have travelled approximately 100,000 miles to date 
and have been, perhaps, the most,active unit of its type inthe Pacific waters. 

Our real taste of war began last June '44 with the assault on. Saipan and it proved — 
to be a pretty bloody introduction. Although I have witnessed many other similar 
campaigns, I still feel that the original affair left, its.most indelible impressions 
on my»rumpled and turbulent soul, It is still difficult for me to understand how 
we managed to accomplish the volume of work that was ours during this operation. 
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The only thing that I remember clearly is that I verged on collapse after the first 
96 hours, ‘for my feet were worn down to my knees’. Sure could have used a pair of 
R. & C. plates to advantage. Soon after the Saipan campaign came the Guam assault, 
This was followed by the Palau (Peleliu) Islands invasion. At this time, I antici-. 
pated a little rest but along came the 2nd great navel battle of the Philippines , 
and more work was to come our way. This in turn was followed by the Philippine in- 
vasion and then the bloody affair at Iwo Jima. At this point, I fully expected to 
be relieved of my duties as Chief of Surgery, Orthopaedics and Physiotherapy, but 
we are all still at it. My travels have taken me from Pearl Harbor to Eniwetok, — 
Kwejelein, Guadalcanal, Tulagi, Russell Islands, Admiralty Islands, New Guinea, the 
Caroline Islands and numerous other coral and volcanic atolls. In all,I have  crased ° 
the equator 18 times and have become a member of the Ancient Order of the Deep 
*Domin of Neptunus Rex’, the ‘Imperial Domain of Golden Dragon’, and the "West of 
Tokyo* Clubs. I have collected membership cards from every officers club in prac- 
tically every port of call in the Pacific and have ready for auction many unused 
*chits* from all these clubs.’ This has been pretty tough duty but extremely 
interesting and educational, Im glad to have been able to do my little share. 
The most difficult thing for us to contend with outside professional duties is the 
mail situation. Being on the go so much, we often have to go from four to six 
weeks for first class mail (Air Meil) and three to five months for others. Our 
first mildewed packages (Christmas mail) reached us on Lincoln's Birthday, and the 
second batch which included the R. & C. ‘wimpus* on St. Patrick*s Day. I've de= 
cided that the R. &C. gift makes a better shoe-horn. The brace shop must have 
been thinking of Weg, Van, Phil and some of you old-timers when thay designed this 
gadget. Many thanks for your kind thought and in this thought I am really serious. 
Throughout all my travels I have only run into one R. & C. man, and he keeps popp= 
ing up in the darndest places; namely Bob Mazet. After one of the campaigns, 1: 
treated him to a shower bath. -I would like to tell you of some of the experiences 
I*ve had in the handling of the many casualties fresh from the front lines and at 
sea but am going to defer this to a later date. The censorship at sea is the 
strictest in the world and in order to appreciate all the facts, I would have to — 
break a few rules and, of course, that is out. Please convey my many thanks to 
all those at Re. & Cs. who have made the news sheet possible. Although I receive it 
many mohths after it is mailed, I still get a kick-out of it. Kindest regards to 
all.®
